Houston, Jan. 14 (fFt—A homeless 
French waif who died in Korea try­ 
ing to repay the kindness shown 
him in the United States will be 
buried in his adopted country. 
Cpl. Alexander Stewart, 22, was 
killed in action December 28. 
But the casualty list doesn’t tell 
how the youth asked—and got— the 
help of a congressman in trans­ 
ferring him from the safety of 
Japan to the Korean battlefront. It 
doesn’t tell how he came to America 
twice as a stowaway before Congress 
passed a special law to let him stay 
here legally. 
Mrs. A. Axelrod of Houston, his 
foster m other, said last night she 
would bring the body home for 
burial. "I know that is what he 
would have wanted me to do,” she 
said. 
At 22 the corporal was an old 
hand at war and fighting. W hen he 
was 12 he ran away from an o r­ 
phanage in Alsace, joined the under­ 
ground and finally escaped to North 
Africa. He was adopted by the 133rd 


Regiment, of the 34th Infantry Di­ 
vision and fought with them for 
five 
years—North 
Africa, 
Sicily. 
Anzio. 
When the war was over Alex 
stowed away on a troop ship and 
came to America. Members of the 
133rd gave him $200 and he struck 
out on his own. When he tried to 
enlist in the U.S. Army he dis­ 
covered he was an alien. Back to 
France he went. There was no rec­ 
ord of his citizenship there. Again 
he stowed away on an American 
ship and arrived in Galveston, Tex., 
July 4, 1947.

It takes about six weeks under 
ideal conditions to produce tomato 
plants from seed ready to set into 
the garden. Add two to three weeks 
to this timetable for plants raised 
under the less favorable conditions 
of window' growing in the private 
home, and good sense dictates the 
planting of the seed shortly after 
the middle of February. Later pro­ 
ducing plants may be grown in the 
open garden after spring sets in. 
Three Owners Heed An Acre 
A seed flat, a cigar box or even 
a large flat type flower not may 
serve as the original nursery for 
planting the aced. A fine loamy soil, 
not too rich, and 
containing 
a 
generous supply of builder’s sand 
is the Ideal medium in which to 
sow the seed. The bottom of the 
container, whatever it be, should 
hold an 
inch or two of coarse 
cinders, broken crockery or flower 
pots for drainage. A small packet 
of seed of any variety will furnish 
enough for the average home gar­ 
den and some to give a favorite 
■nighbor An ounce contains roughly 
7.500 seeds, aniT only three ounces 
are needed to plant an acre, which 
will give you some idea of seed 
quantity. 
Plant tile seed sparingly in tiny 
furrows made with a lead pencil. 
The seed should be covered from 
one quarter to one half an inch 
deep. Once the seeds are in place 
and

soil 
firmed over them , 
cover the container w ith burlap 
or some other coarse cloth and 
water well but gently until the soil 
.surface is dampened to a depth 
greater than the seed. 
Grow On The C ool Hide 
Though tomatoes are a tender 
crop in every* sense of the word and 
will not withstand frost or freezing, 
the young plants should be grown 
on the cool side. Until the seeds 
germinate.
